Generally naturalized plants belong to highly variable species with a number 
of variants even in their original range. In this series of papers the author 
tries to make critical identification of some alien plants established in Japan so 
as to show which varieties or forms they belong to. The nine species of 
naturalized plants treated here all properly belong to certain variants so re¬ 
cognized in their own native lands. They are: Medicago lupulina L. var. 
glandulosa Neilr., Verbascum thapsus L. form, candicans House, Trifolium 
repens L. form, giganteum Lagr.-Foss., Coreopsis lanceolata L. var. villosa 
Michx. and var. angustifolia Torr. et Gray, Linaria vulgaris Hill form, leucantha 
Fern., Sonchus oleraceus L. form, integrifolius G. Beck, Erigeron strigosus 
Muhl. form, discoideus Fern., Lamium amplexicaule L. form, albiflorum D. M. 
Moore and form, clandestinum G. Beck, and Solanum elaeagnifolium Cav. form.
